SECRETARY GENERAL ARISTIDES PEREIRA GAVE INDICATION 
TACTICS PAIGC WOULD FOLLOW TO GAIN UN MEMBERSHIP FOR 
GUINEA (B). HE SAID GUINEA WOULD NOT APPLY UNTIL 
CONDITIONS WERE RIPE, IN PARTICULAR, WHEN A "CRUSHING" 
MAJORITY OF MEMBER STATES WILL HAVE ALREADY RECOGNIZED 
HIS GOVERNMENT. PERIERA ADDED THAT HE AGREED WITH HIS 
INTERVIEWER THAT DESPITE MASSIVE SUPPORT IN GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, SOME FRIEND OF PORTUGAL MIGHT VETO GUINEA-B'S 
MEMBERSHIP APPLICATION IN SECURITY COUNCIL. EVEN SO, 
EFFORT AT ADMISSION WOULD ENABLE PAIGC AND AFRICA 
IDENTIFY THEIR FRIENDS AND ENEMIES.
